F. A. Howe, General Agent at Chicago— 
contended that no cutting had been done to their 
knowledge, and that all coutracts were made at 
tariff rates. This, of course, referred to the 
business done via the Michigan Centrai, as the 
above gentlemen disclaimed any knowledge of 
what had been done by the Northwestern Grand 
Trunk, which is not a member of the Joint 
Executive Committee, and therefore not amen- 
able to its jurisdiction. A dispatch from Mr. L. 
J. Seargeant, General Traffic Manager, to Mr. J. 
Morse, was read by Mr, Devereaux, in which 
that gentleman claimed that his road had made 
no cuts, and did not intend to, but that he had 
no knowledge of what his Eastern connections 
had done. Several gentlemen expressed their 
belief that Mr. Howe, General Agent at this 
point, acted fairly and squarely, and that no 
blame attaches to him, but that it was their 
honest belief that Mr. Thomas Hoops, Contract- 
ing Agent at this point of the “ National 
Dispatch.“ who seemed to derive his authority 
from the Central Vermont, had made special 
rates or given special inducements to certain 
shippers.

“To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CuIcaao, Feb. 27.—The magnificent reception 
accorded to Mr. Parnell and his colleague in this 
city seems to have roused the wrath of the 
Dublin Freeman's Journal. Immediately follow- 
ing the arrival of the news in Dublin, the Free- 
man's Journal has come outwith a leader de- 
nouncing Mr. Parnell in the most bitter and un- 
measured language. Probably very few peo- 
ple in Chicago or the Northwestern States will 
trouble their heads much about what the Dublin 
Freeman's Journal thinks or says; but, lest any 
one should wonder what all this may mean, we 
think it as well to give, in a few words, the true 
explanation. The proprietor and editor of the 
Dublin Freeman is Mr. Gray, the present Lord 
Mayor of Dublin. Mr. Gray is also the Presi- 
dent and organizer of the Mansion House Relief 
Committee. On several occasions recently Mr. 
Parnell has thought it his duty to 
strongly urge the charitable ones here 
to intrust their offerings for distribution 
tothe Irish Land League rather than to Mr. 
Gray’s Committee. Mr. Parnell has fully stated 
his reasons for giving such advice, and we do 
not now propose to enter into that controversy. 
We merely refer to these facts because they 
furnish a reason why Mr. Gray should naturally 
be somewhat mortified at the reception which 
Mr. Parnell received in Chicago, and more par- 
ticularly at the resolution in favor of the Land 
League passed unanimously at the great meet- 
ing here. But this is not all. All persons who 
are familiar with the history of Irish politics 
during the past year know that some six or 
eight months ago there arose a bitter personal 
qua“ rel between Mr. Parnell and Mr. Gray, in 
which by common consent Mr. Gray was wholly 
in the wrong. Subsequently the Land League was 
founded, and Mr. Parnell was unanimously 
elected President of that body. Immediately 
on this selection being notified, Mr. Gray's 
paper, the Freeman, set itself with might and 
main to crush the Land League. In this it has 
failed signally, since the Land League under 
Mr. Parnell's management has thriven wonder- 
fully and done some splendid work in Ireland. 
Next came Mr. Parnell's departure for America, 
and then Lord-Mayor Gray set himself to 
organize the Mansion House Relief Committee. 
Now, at the time when Mr. Gray proceeded to 
get up this Committee, the Land League was 
fully established, with branch associations all 
through the country admirably adapted for the 
distribution of relief. There was already a Re- 
lief Committee acceptable. to the Government 
and landlord classes, and to which they were 
sending their subscriptions. It does not, 
therefore, seem very easy to see what 
wecessity there was for another com- 
mittee. But even granting that it was ex- 
pedient te found a third committee, which 
should fairly represent ali classes, let us see how 
Mr. Gray went about doing that. He began by 
ignoring the Land League aitogether. Mr. Par- 
neil, the most powerful and representative man 
Ireland has had since O'Connell, was not even 
asked to give his name for this Committee. Mr. 
Davitt and the other leaders of the land ta- 
tion in the west of Ireland were also ignored. On 
the other hand, a great number of landlords 
were asked toserve on the Committee, as well as 
the law-officers of the Crown in Ireland, who are 
at present engaged in straining every nerve to 
putinto penal servitude Mr. Davitt and other 
gentlemen who have endeavored to ameliorate 
the condition of. the wretched tenantry. And 
this is the Committee which Mr. y has 
the audacity to endeavor to palm off on the 
American people as fairly chosen from all classes 
of the ommunity. We could understand Mr. 
— attempting to excuse himself for not se- 
lecting his Committee fairly by the allegation 
that the wealthier classes in Eugland and Ire 
land are so prejudiced against the principles ad- 
vocated by Mr. Parnell and the other members 
of the Land e that they would not send 
their money to any committee of which these 
gentlemen were members.

Western Union Lines Gobbled by 
the Union and Kansas 
Pacific.

The Seizures Made at the Instance of 
Gould and His New Company, 


— 


Who Are Their Batteries 
for a Lively Electrical Fight. 


A DETAILED STATEMENT, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, Feb. 27.—The telegraph war in the 
West has aroused great interest here. The 
Superintendent of the press transmission of the 
Western Union issued an explanatory card here 
to-day saying the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany to- seized the lines of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company on the Kansas Pacific 
Railroad in defiance of the injunction granted 
by Judge Elliott; also seized the lines of the 
Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph Company on the 
Union Pacific Railroad. This was acconr 
plished by taking forcible possession of 
the lines ann running them into 
offices prepared by the American Union Tele- 
graph Company at Omaha. The lines of the 
Kansas Pacific Railroad were built by the West- 
ern Union Company under contract with the 
railroad, and the Telegraph Company’gright to 
the lines has never been questioned. e Union 
Pacific made a perpetual lease of its lines to the 
Atlantic & Pacific some years ago, by which it is 
bound to give all the revenues from the offices 
operated by the Raflroad Company to the Atlantic 
& Pacific, and received in compensation therefor 
nearly $2,000,000 of the Company’s stock. The 
Western Union lines on the main stem of the 


Union Pacific have not been disturbed. 


At the office’of. the American Union Company 
it was stated that the first move in the present 
war Was contained in a letter written by Presi- 
dent Eckert, Feb. N, to officers of the Union Pa- 
cific, which includesdhe Kansas Pacific Railway 
Con pany, making upon them a formal demand 
for the use of their wires. The letter was referred 
to the counsel of the Railway Company, who 
returned a long opinion, in which they said: 
“ You have laid before us the letter of the Pres- 
ident of the American Uuion Telegraph Com- 
pany, in which he states his Company has com- 
pleted lines of telegraph from the- Atlantic 
Ocean to the terminus of your road at Kansas 
City and Omaha; that it proposes to accept from 
the public telegraphic messages destined for 
points on your lines, and desires you 
to accept and transmit messages to 
it whenever the sender 80 directs. 
He asks that his Company be granted as favora- 
ble terms and conditions for such exchange of 
telegraphic business as your Company grants 
any other corporation or individual. Our opin- 
ion is desi as to the duty of your Company in 
his behalf, under its charter and the legislation 
of Congress. Oneof the conditions of the grants 
by Congress is that the companies shall keep 
said railroad and telegraph lines in re- 
pair and use, and at all times transmit over 
said telegraph line,’ etc. The companies were 
moreover ‘required to operate and use said 
roads and telegraph for al! purposes of commu- 
nication and transportation so far as the public 
and Government is concerned as one continuous 
line, without discrimination of any kind,’ and 
it was expressly dnacted not to be lawful 
for the proprietors: of any line of tele- 
graph authorized «by this act to refuse 
or fail to convey) messages and news for 
all persons requiring such transmission. The 
duty in respect of the telegraph as well as the 

was considered so important that it is en- 
forced by penal sanctions, civil and crimiaal. 

“ The fore and numerous other provis- 
ions show t Congress placed the telegraph 
line iu respect to its construction, maintenance, 
and use by the Pacific companies — 221 
the e footing as the line of railroa Bo 
wereinternal of the great end in view. ir 
res of both, the duties of the companies are, 
so to phrase it, pe „ and no authority is 
given them to devolve them on others. On well- 

nown principles of lav. such franchises are 
inalienable without — — legislative authori- 
ty. Not only is there nee of such authori- 
ty, but its existence ie plainly uegatived by the 
nature of the rights reserved to the Government, 
and special duties teward the Government and 
public enjoined on thé companies, which they 
alone can perform. <fhus the Companies are 
required to transmit messages for the Govern- 
ment, and the earningg of telegraph lines from 
this source are to be applied in payment of Gov- 
ernment bonds. Somphe several Pacific Com- 
panies are required tewperate and use their re- 
spective roads and rapb as one continuous 
line, without dise nation in favor of or 
against any made 
unlawful for proprie- 
tors of the teiegraph line to refuse or fail 
to transmit news or messages for all persons. 
It results, therefore, that no valid lease or other 
contract can be made; by the companies to sur- 
render or to devolvę on others their duty to 
maintain control and manage their respective 
lines of telegraph. They can no more do this in 
respect of their limes of telegraph than 
they can in — — of their lines 
of railway. Any ease or contract to 
that effect is ultra vires. In view 
of the foregoing considerations the answer to 
the question presented on behalf of the Amer- 
jean Union is obvious. Assuming that under 
their charter the Kansas Pacific and Union Pa- 
cific Railroad Companies originally constructed 
and thereby became proprietors of lines of tele- 
graph, it is the duty of their successor, the 
present Union Pacific Railway Company, 
to maintain and use them. It cannot refuse to 
receive and transmit messages from and to the 
American Union Telegraph Company, or any 
other company or persons, without violating its 
duty and incurring civil and criminal penalties. 
Any proprietor of a telegraph line under the 
authority of the Pacific acts is likewise bound to 
receive and transmit messages for the public or 
for any other company, under the penalties pre- 
scribed by Congress.

A Further Decline in Provisions, with Less 
Demand for Export. 
FINANCIAL. 


As might have been expected from the preva- 
lence of bear talk the previous day, the mar- 
ket opened strong. Canada Southern ran up

simply a bankable commodity. It is true ghat 
we are drawing very near to the time when cot- 
ton bills will become scarce. The deferred ship- 
ments of grain, however, which are yet to come 
Will. (o a considerable extent, Gompensate for 
the falling off in the supply of commercial! bills. 
The imports are not to be expected to show any 
decrease, the rise in prices here and the gener- 
ally buoyant feeling respecting business of all 
kinds tending to encourage large imports. The 
following shows the value of exports, exclusive 
of specie, from New York toforeign ports for 
the week ending Feb. 26 and since the beginning 
of the year:

recent unwarranted advance in many of the 
Southwestern fancies possibly constitutes an 
element of danger in the current speculation 
On the other hand, the trunk-line shares and 
the telegraph stocks are strongly held by prom- 
ment capitalists who have every facility for ar- 
riving at a correct estimgtion of the value of 
the properties. The Evening Post thought that, 
considering the pressure to which the market 
bas been submitted, the extraordinary threats 
which have been made respecting the money

The McCormick Harvesting Company has re- 
ceived information from its agents in regard tg 
the condition of the winter wheat in the West. 
Michigan, Ohio, and Indiana report the wheat as 
looking well; no damage. In Southern Illinois 
the wheat has been damaged some by dry weath- 
er and winter-killing; but this will be more than 
compensated for by the increased acreage. In 
Southern Iowa considerable damage has re- 
sulted from dry weather, this section being the 
worst reported on. Missouri, Southern Ne- 
braska, and Kansas report little damage, or none, 
the crops generally looking well. The situation, 
taken altogether, presents no cause for alarm, 
but a great deal depends upon the weather for 
the coming month. An unfavorable March 
might spoil a large part of the crop; but there 
is nothing so far to interfere with our having the 
biggest yield of winter wheat ever experienced 
in the West.

It was Lord Ohatham then who 
used the language Mr. Gladstone uses now, who 
protested against a policy of mere violence, who 
sought to soothe rather than crush American 
malcontents, and who, but for Jingoism, would 
have saved to this country the richest empire 
ever won by man. India is a great possession, 
and a greater trust, but what is it worth as com- 
pared with the American provinces, which 
might have been in loyalty, in resources, and in 
popu lation a second Britain, united to the first 

y indissoluble ties? Imagine Queen Victoria 
acknowledged Queen also of North America! 
It was — precisely the same arrogance, the 
same thirst for a high-handed policy, the same 
insolence of demeanor which we find in Jingoes 
now, that we lost that “ brightest jewel of the 
British Crown.” The grandeur of Britain was 
the only thought of the King and the people, and 
neither rectitude nor wisdom; and the most 
magnificent of earthly realms was finally thrown 
away. 

And there is an empire, once great as that of 
Rome, widespread as our own, which Jingoes 
never mention, but the history of which they 
may study with endless profit.
